Artesian Wells fur Nevada. 


A correspondent of the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin, who, by the way, is far 
beyond the average in powers of ob- 
servation and intelligent expression of 
opinions, says this while on the sub- 
ject of artesian wells: 

The immense floods which peur into 
the drifts and shafts on the Comstock 
from the narrow range lying between 
the Carson and Truckee rivers, both 
of whose beds are lower than the deep- 
est mines, indicate no lack of the 
precious fluid, but rather ignorance of 
the laws which govern it. The interest 
which the Bulletin and Call have man- 
ifested is infectious, and will lead to a 
great deal of good. ‘The wilderness 
and the solitary place shall be glad for 
then and the desert shall rejoice and 
blossom as the rose.” The prospect 
of such wells as are iisinel in the 
San Joaquin and Santa Clara valleys 
scattered «bout in this dry and arid 
region, means farms and homes for 
thousands and thousands who are now 
needy and poor. It means orchards 
and groves and vine-clad ‘erraces in 
beautiful nooks and unexpected cor- 
ners of the brown and treeless hills. 
It means comfort. ease and ivdepend- 
ence for any one with inte!ligence and 
energy. It means fruitful plains and 
miles of mea/‘lows dotted with pros- 
perous towns and pleasant little cities. 
It means future school-houses and 
colleges, future orators and poets 
among the sons and daughters of Nev- 
ada, for history proves that such re- 
gious must be irrigated and coaxed 
by man’s ingenuity to bear fruit, pro- 
duce virtuous and intellec’ual races. 
Failure is the sentence of doom to 
this thousand miles, which condems it 
to future cycles of useless selitude.

We have always looked upon plat- 
forms as a direct promise to the peo- 
ple, which honorable men _ should 
fulfill after election. Itis the prom- 
ised reward for the confidence which 
the people give. It is interesting, 
however, to note the varieties which 
come to light in times of depression. 
New parties spring into life with an 
impression that an|etd organization 
can not correct new evils, Each of 
these parties wants things arranged 
after its own peculiar plan, and the 
plans are as different as the men’s 
characters who propose them. 

The people’s politics will always be 
founded upon their prosperity. Parties 
are only formed as the readiest means 
for the protection of this public en- 
joyment. The people in thoughtless 
moments encourage the opponents of 
good government, put them in power, 
and then comes a crash. 
and depression then enstes. Without 
tracing the cause back, the same peo- 
ple organize a new party to oppose all 
the old ones. They organize a crowd, 
in other words, to oppose the efforts of 
the older party at a correction of their 
misjudged plans. 
American citizens should demand 
good platforms, and an adherence to 
every plank. They should not, how- 
ever, haggle about methods where re- 
sults are the only aids to returning 
prosperity.

Constitution of the State of Nevada, 
passed at the Eighth Sessien of the Legis- 
ature: 

REso.veED, That there shall be added to the 
present Constitution of this State an Article 
to be called and known as Article XVILI, and 
which shall be as follows: 

ARTICLE XVIII.—The rights of suffrage and 
ofhce holding shall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States, by reasou 
of his coler or previous conditien of servitude. 

Passed February 15, 1877.

RESOLVED, By the Assembly, the Senate 
concurring, That Article Eleven (11) of the 
Constitution of the “State of Nevada be 
amended by adding to said Article Eleven (11) 
section ten (10) thereto, which shall read as 
follews: 

No public funds, of any kind 
or character whatever, State, county er mun- 
.ci Jal, shall be used for sectarian purposes. 

Passed February 27, 1877.
